Mitchell Cogswell vs. the State. Application 
for mandamus, from Chatham, 


McCAY, J. 

This was an application for a mandamus 
to compel the Judge of the Superior Court of 
Chatham County wo certify a bill of excep- 
tions. 

It appears that Cogswell had been sen- 
tenced to be hanged; that the sentence had 
been superseeded by motion for a new trial, 
which new trial was finally refused ; that be- 
fore the final judgment the day fixed in the 
sentence for the execution had passed. 

A habeas corpus was sued out by the So- 
licitor General under section 4,574 of Irving’s 
Revised Code, and Cogswell brought before 
the Judge to be resentenced. His counsel 
objected : 

That the Superior Court was not in session, 
which objection the Court overruled, and pro- 
ceeded to pass 8 sentence. 

It appears from the minutes of the 
court, that on the seventh of July, the 
Superior Court of Chatham county, was in 
legal session, Judge Schley presiding; that 
he adjourned Court vatil 10 o’clock next 
morning; that he had arranged for Judge 
Harris, of the Brunswick Circuit, to hold the 
Court, and to sit next day; that Judge Schley 
was, on the 8th of July, at Brunswick; 
Judge Harris did not appear, and on the 8th 
of July tel ed, from Augusta, that he 
was detained from providential cause; that 
the clerk adjourned the Court from day to 
day, until the 11th of July; that, in the mean 
time, to-wit: on the 8th, Judge Schley order- 
‘ Harris did not come by the 
10th, the clerk should adjourn the Court un- 
til the 14th of July.

circumstances, I thought I ought to refuse to 
derive any personal advantage from the re- 
troactive provision of the statute. 

Previous Congresses had many times in- 

es, making the increase retroac- 
tive,and the men who had voted for and 
taken such compensation for past service had 
been sustained and honored by the peuple 
with full knowledge of the fact. The confi- 
dence placed in Congress Dy the Constitution 
is complete and absolute; but the present 
was an exercise of the power so gross, 80 un- 
called for,so extreme, as to constilute an 
abuse of the confidence. 

Instantly on the passage of the bill I de- 
termined not to receive tne money. It was 
legally mine. It was placed by law to my 
credit, there to remain until I disposed of it 
in some way. I inquired of several of the 
leaders of the opposition to the measure what 
they proposed to do, and was informed that 
they proposed to take the money, that if the 
salary had been reduced they must have sub- 
mitted, and they saw.no reason why they 
should not receive the money although they 
disapproved of the law. Under the circum- 
stances it seems to me that it was 
not just that while’ this district 
was to be taxed its share of 
the whole money which was drawn by the 
representatives of other districts, the sum 
allotted to me should be put in the Treasury, 
to go chiefly to the benefit of the same dis- 
tricts whose Representatives had drawn. like 
sums forthemselves. I acted at onze, within 
ten minutes after my return home, and not 
then having reason to believe that a single 
Other Representative proposed to decline 
this money. I did not then think, nor dol 
now think, the money was stolen or received 
in breach of a contract. I thought the voting 
was a very objectionable and extreme exer- 
cise of an admitted constitutional power. 

Let me not be misunderstood. It never 
occurred to me to set up my action as a 
standard fcr others. It never occurred to me 
that a disposition of this money, otherwise 
improper, was rendered proper because it was 
a charity. I endeavored to determine the 
question where the money ought in justice to 
go, as justly and equitably as I could under 
the circumstances. [ supposed my important 
duty was not to touch it myself. 

This seemed to me, under the circumstances, 
the most absolutely just disposition of the 
money that I could make. A district has no 
organization and no treasury. Mr. Senator 
Morrill, who represents a whole State, solved 
the difficulty with absolute accuracy by pay- 
ing over his back pay to the State Treasury. 
General Butler’s pian of sending three cents 
apiece to every citizen did not occurr to me. 

I suppose General Butler to be incapable 
of either believing or ay he tan. that any 
body can doany thing in this world merely 
because he thinks it is right and without any 
selfish personal end. He charges me with 4 
desire to buy “glory,” to devote the money 
to “electioneering expenses,” etc. How I 
could gain or ever expect to gain glory or 
credit by turning over this sum to one place 
rather than another, or what electioneering 


sum to the fund of a school for mechanics J 
cannot comprehend, 

General Butler’s real grief arises from the 
opposition he is encountering in his plan to 
get possession of the government of Massa- 
chusetts by a fraud on the Republican voters.
